USDA calls for moratorium 
after FDA gives its final OK 

WASHINGTON I Meat and milk from cloned 
animals are as safe as that from their coun- 
terparts bred the old-fashioned way, the Food 
and Drug Administration said Tuesday — but 
sales still won’t begin right away. 

The decision removes the last big U.S. 
regulatory hurdle to marketing products 
from cloned livestock, and puts the FDA 
in concert with recent safety assessments 
from European food regulators and several 
other nations. 

But the government has asked animal 
cloning companies to continue a voluntary 
moratorium on sales for a little longer — not 
for safety reasons, but marketing ones. 

USDA Undersecretary Bruce Knight 
called it a transition period for “allowing the 
marketplace to adjust.” He wouldn’t say how 
long the moratorium should continue. 

Regardless, it still will be years before 
many foods from cloned animals reach store 
shelves, for economic reasons: At $10,000 to 
$20,000 per cow , they’re a lot more expen- 
sive than ordinary cows, meaning producers 
likely will use clones’ offspring for meat, not 
the clone itself. 

And several large companies — includ- 
ing dairy giant Dean Foods Co. and Hormel 
Foods Corp. — have said they have no plans 
to sell milk or meat from cloned animals 
because of consumer anxiety about the tech- 
nology.

Agency says small 
plates in center span 
failed on Minn, bridge 

WASHINGTON I Undersized gusset 
plates in the Interstate 35W bridge 
in Minneapolis were “the critical fac- 
tor” in the bridge collapse last year 
that killed 13 people and injured 100, 
the National Transportation Safety 
Board said Tuesday. 

Chairman Mark Rosenker said 
the plates, which connected steel 
beams, were roughly half the thick- 
ness they should have been because 
of a design error. Investigators found 
16 fractured gusset plates from the 
bridge’s center span, he said. 

“It is the undersizing of the design 
which we believe is the critical fac- 
tor here. It is the critical factor that 
began the process of this collapse. 
That’s what failed,” Rosenker said. 

The Minneapolis bridge was a 


steel- deck truss bridge that opened 
in 1967. Rosenker said it wasn’t clear 
how the design flaw made it into the 


bridge, because investigators couldn’t 
find the design calculations. 

Once they made it into the com- 


pleted bridge, he said, there was lit- 
tle chance they would be noticed by 
inspectors. 

Rosenker said the safety board 
had no evidence that the deficien-

Man pleaded for aid 
from dispateher, who 
said help had to wait 

SAN FRANCISCO I One of the men 
mauled in a tiger attack at the San 
Francisco Zoo pleaded for help 
from a 911 dispatcher and asked 
why it was taking so long to get it, 
according to a recording of the call 
released Tuesday. 



Tatiana, a Siberian tiger, killed one man 
and injured two others atthe S.F. Zoo. 


The dispatcher told the young 
man that paramedics could not 
come to his aid until the paramed- 
ics could be sure that they weren’t 
in danger of being attacked them- 
selves, according to the record- 
ing. 

It was not clear which of the 
Dhaliwal brothers, Paul or Kulbir, 
made the 911 call. 

“It’s a matter of life and death!” 
the young man shouts minutes into 


the call. 

“I understand that, but at the 
same time we have to make sure 
the paramedics don’t get chewed 
out, because if the paramedics get 
hurt, then nobody’s going to help 
you,” the dispatcher replies. 

Seconds later, one of the broth- 
ers shouts, “My brother’s about to 
die out here!”

Amtrak Strike Could Cripple Trains 



If Amtrak workers walk off the job at the end of January, the resulting shutdowns 
could befelt by commuters across the nation, includingthe Washington region. 


If labor dispute leads 
to walkout, other rail 
services may suffer 

WASHINGTON I Commuters strand- 
ed from Virginia to Massachusetts. 
Train service shut down at major 
terminals in New York, Chicago and 
Boston. A flood of extra cars on con- 
gested highways around Washing- 
ton and San Francisco. 

Come Jan. 30, that nightmare 
could become a reality unless 
a long-standing labor dispute 
between Amtrak and nine unions 
is resolved. 

There has never been a strike in 
Amtrak’s 36 -year history, and it’s 
still likely that one will be averted, 
either through a last-minute deal 
or intervention by Congress. 

But if workers do walk out, the 
71,000 people who take Amtrak 
every day won’t be the only ones 
who’ll suffer. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who ride commuter 
trains will join them, since many 
such services depend on Amtrak 


employees or infrastructure. 

The dispute involves about 
10,000 employees whose last con- 
tract ended Dec. 31, 1999. After 
years of unsuccessful mediation, 
a presidential emergency board 
issued a report on the dispute Dec. 
30, triggering a 30 -day countdown 
until a strike becomes legal. 


Siding with the unions, the board 
recommended that wage increas- 
es be made retroactive. Amtrak is 
worried about whether it can afford 
the back pay. 

Transportation officials across 
the country are bracing for the 
worst. 

The biggest impact of a strike 


would be felt around New York City, 
where two major services. New Jer- 
sey Transit and the Long Island Rail 
Road, would be disrupted. 

Just over half of NJ Transit’s 740 
weekday trains travel for all or part 
of their routes on lines owned by 
Amtrak; if Amtrak employees aren’t 
at work, trains can’t run on those 
tracks. About 218,000 daily trips 
are taken on the affected lines. 

Train riders will face similar 
problems in Chicago and Boston, 
where the hubs at Union Station and 
South Station would close. 

“There is simply no way to repli- 
cate the capacity that would be lost 
during an Amtrak strike,” NJ Tran- 
sit spokesman Dan Stessel said. 

Riders on a slew of smaller 
services around the country also 
would feel the impact. The Vir- 
ginia Railway Express and Con- 
necticut’s Shore Line East would 
grind to a halt. Maryland’s MARC 
service would have its most popu- 
lar line shut down and would have 
to make do without Washington’s 
Union Station, sarah karush (ap)

Explosion Kills 3 in Beirut 


U.S. Embassy vehide 
is targeted just before 
reception for diplomat 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I An explosion tar- 
geted a U.S. Embassy vehicle Tues- 
day in northern Beirut, killing at 
least three Lebanese and injur- 
ing an American bystander and a 
local embassy employee, U.S. and 
Lebanese officials said. 

The blast, which damaged the 
armored SUV and several other 
vehicles, took place just ahead of 


a farewell reception for the Amer- 
ican ambassador at a hotel in 
central Beirut. 

No Americans were in the car, 
which was carrying two Lebanese 
employees of the embassy. State 
Department spokesman Sean 
McCormack said in Washington. 

There were conflicting accounts 
of the death toll, with the State 
Department, from information 
provided by the U.S. Embassy in 
Beirut, saying four people had been 
killed, and Lebanese authorities say- 
ing that only three had died. 


It was the first attack on U.S. 
diplomatic interests in Lebanon 
since the 1980s, when the country 
saw some of the deadliest attacks 
against Americans. 

Lebanese Prime Minister Fuad 
Saniora called an emergency Cabi- 
net meeting after Tuesday’s blast. 
The country has seen a series of 
bombings in the past three years 
targeting anti-Syrian figures, 
journalists and, most recently, atop 
Lebanese army general.

President s plea for 
boost in oil output gets 
little Saudi sympathy 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I President 
Bush warned Tuesday that surging 
oil prices threaten the U.S. econ- 
omy and urged OPEC nations to 
boost their output. His plea drew 
little sympathy from oil-rich Saudi 
Arabia, which said production lev- 
els appear normal. 

Bush and Secretary of State Con- 
doleezza Rice also pressed Arab 
countries to do more to reach out 
to Israel and help achieve a Mideast 
peace agreement before the presi- 
dent’s term runs out next January.

NAIROBI, KENYA I Kenya’s opposition 
won a victory at the opening of par- 
liament, getting its candidate elect- 
ed as speaker Tuesday, and prepared 
to show its power on the streets with 
nationwide rallies. 

The rallies have been sched- 
uled for Wednesday despite fears

Israeli Troops Set 
Off Gaza Violence 


Son of Hamas leader 
among 19 Palestinians 
killed by Israeli troops 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | Israeli 
troops killed a son of Gaza’s most 
powerful leader along with 18 
other Palestinians on Tuesday in 
the bloodiest day of fighting in the 
coastal area since Hamas militants 
seized control last summer. 

As fighting raged in Gaza, a 
Hamas sniper shot and killed an 
Ecuadorean volunteer working in 
the potato fields of an Israeli border 
farm. That killing, and Tuesday’s 
high death toll, stoked the flames of 
violence at a time when Israel and 
Palestinian moderates are making 
halting attempts to talk peace. 

Tuesday’s bloodshed began 
before dawn when Israeli infantry, 
tanks and helicopters pushed into 
northern Gaza in what the military 
said was a routine operation aimed 


at Palestinian militants who launch 
rocket barrages at Israeli towns near 
Gaza almost every day. 

Three Palestinian civilians were 
killed in the ensuing fighting, along 
with 14 armed militants — one of 
them Hussam Zahar, 24, the son of 
hard-line Hamas leader Mahmoud 
Zahar. The Israelis pulled out Tues- 
day with no casualties. 

A later airstrike on militants fir- 
ing rockets into Israel killed two 
more Hamas men. 

At the morgue at Shifa Hospital 
in Gaza City, a weeping Mahmoud 
Zahar held his lifeless son’s blood- 
ied head in his hands and closed 
his eyes, then kissed him three 
times on the forehead and recited 
verses from the Muslim holy book, 
the Quran. 

Hamas, Mahmoud Zahar 
vowed, will respond to Tuesday’s 
raid “in the appropriate way. We 
will defend ourselves by all means.”

Taliban: Kabul Attacks to Continue 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | The Taliban 
said Tuesday that its suicide bomb- 
ers would attack restaurants where 
Westerners eatin Kabul, an ominous 
new threat that forced American 
and European workers to restrict 
outings in the Afghan capital. 

The country’s intelligence chief 
linked Monday’s deadly attack on 
the Serena Hotel — a well-guard- 


ed, high-profile property in Kabul 
frequented by Westerners — to a 
Pakistani militant. Afghan officials 
arrested four people and said they 
included one of the three attack- 
ers, who was disguised in a police 
uniform for the assault. 

The death toll in the bombing 
and shooting attack on the hotel 
rose to eight, (ap)

Va.: Delay HPV Mandate 


Lawmakers want 
more time for effects 
on girls to be studied 

RICHMOND, VA. | A year after becom- 
ing the only state to mandate that 
schoolgirls receive a vaccine for the 
sexually transmitted virus that can 
cause cervical cancer, Virginia leg- 
islators Tuesday took a step to delay 
the requirement for one year. 


Legislation passed out of a House 
committee that would push back the 
start of Virginia’s unique require- 
ment that girls get the vaccine for 
human papillomavirus, or HPV, 
from fall 2009 until 2010. 

Lawmakers who supported 
the delay said it would allow more 
time to study the vaccine’s effects 
on young girls. 

“We want to make sure the sci- 
ence is good. There was a rush last 


year, and maybe we should have 
paused,” said Delegate David A. Nut- 
ter, R-Montgomery, before the House 
Committee on Health, Welfare and 
Institutions voted 13-9 along party 
lines for the extension. 

Last year, Virginia was the only 
state out of two dozen considering a 
mandate to go through with it after 
protests from conservatives and par- 
ents who said requiring it promotes 
promiscuity, dena potter (a p)

Citigroup Inc., the largest bank in the U.S., was forced to write down its portfolio by 
$18.1 billion, creating the largest quarterly deficit in the bank’s 196-year history. 


Bank announces loss 
of nearly $10 billion 
and cuts 4,200 jobs 

NEW YORK I Citigroup Inc. lost 
almost $10 billion in last year’s final 
three months, the largest quarterly 
deficit in its 19 6 -year history, and 
slashed its dividend and 4,200 jobs 
as it recorded a mammoth write- 
down for bad bets on the mortgage 
industry. 

The nation’s largest bank wrote 
down the value of its portfolio by 
$18.1 billion and said it was setting 
aside $4 billion to cover U.S. con- 
sumer credit defaults. It signaled 
further problems in its consumer 
businesses as deflated home prices, 
high energy and food costs, and ris- 
ing unemployment weigh on peo- 
ple’s ability to keep up with their 
payments. 

The reduction of 4,200 jobs 
in the fourth quarter is in addi- 
tion to 17,000 layoffs announced 


in the spring by the bank, and 
chief financial officer Gary Crit- 
tenden said during a conference 
call that more job cuts would be 
on the way. 

To bolster its capital, the bank 
also said Tuesday it has lined up 
$12.5 billion in new investments 


from sovereign wealth funds and 
existing shareholders.

Tejada’s denials of drug use dur- 
ing previously undisclosed testimo- 
ny “appear to conflict with evidence 
obtained” by former Senate major- 
ity leader George J. Mitchell in his 
recent investigation into steroid use 
in baseball, Reps. Henry A. Wax- 
man, D- Calif, and Tom Thomas 
M. Davis III, R-Va., said in a let- 
ter delivered Tuesday to Attorney 
General Michael B. Mukasey. 

The letter was publicly released 
Tuesday morning during a hearing 
on steroids in Major League Base- 
ball in front of the House Commit- 
tee on Oversight and Government 
Reform. 

“We do not presume that Mr. 
Tejada lied to the Committee,” 
Waxman, the committee chairman, 
and Davis wrote. “But we do believe 
that this is a serious enough issue 


to warrant further examination by 
the Justice Department.” 

The Orioles traded Tejada, 31, 
to the Houston Astros a day before 
Mitchell’s report was released 


Dec. 13. He won the baseball’s 
Most Valuable Player award in 
2002 while with the Oakland 
Athletics.

Infiniti EX35 boasts 
high-tech features 
for a smart car future 

HIGH TECH I The new Infiniti 
EX35 — a feisty and lovable luxu- 
ry compact crossover, based on the 
mechanicals of the G35 sedan — is 
not what you might call outside-the- 
box thinking. More like an FX35 
left in the dryer too long. 

But it’s quietly revolutionary. 
For the first time in the U.S. mar- 
ket, driver assistance comes not to 
compensate for the vehicle (anti- 
lock brakes, stability control) but to 
compensate for the driver’s derelic- 
tion of duty. This is quite a thresh- 
old to cross. 

Cars that act and react autono- 
mously have explicit benefits and 
implicit dangers. The benefit, obvi- 
ously, is that technology can com- 
pensate for the faulty wetware 
behind the wheel. 


Oh, and the EX35? Charm- 
ing. It has the same cut of jib as 
the FX35/45 — big snout, raked 
windshield, wind-winnowed roof 
line, converging contrails of sheet 
metal at the rear. Very like a coupe. 


Infiniti calls it a “personal luxury 
crossover” instead. 

Based on the G sedan and coupe 
— although shorter and taller — the 
EX35’s styling has a bit of a cramp 
to it. There’s a lot of swoop and fold 


going on in a few feet, ending at the 
back with a slightly unceremoni- 
ous hatchback. Still, it’s a nice-look- 
ing machine. And the inside is just 
spectacular. 

In most respects, the EX35 han- 
dles exactly like a G35 with a roof 
rack full of blacksmithing tools — 
smooth, refined, well sorted, but 
with a touch more body roll and 
springiness than the sedan. The 
steering is hefty and affirmative, 
the brakes are strong, and the driv- 
ing position is excellent. 

The other tech trick on the 
EX35 is the around-view monitor, 
an advanced version of the back- 
up camera. Using a constellation 
of cameras around the car, the sys- 
tem creates a composite image, a vir- 
tual bird’s-eye view that shows the 
car from overhead. With the AVM 
engaged, you could parallel-park into 
a teacup if you wanted to. 

In itself, the EX35 is fashion- 
ably pointless. It offers only a mar-

— so much for the utility. It’s taller 
and less glue-footed than the sedan 
and coupe upon which it is so close- 
ly based. 

So, sports fans, why not a sedan 
or proper coupe? This is the styl- 
ish, niche-segment alternative for 
those who just can’t give up the 
SUV saddle. 

But as a peek into the future, it’s 
brilliant. Infiniti, take the wheel.

The Art. 
Deco Diet 


South Beach offers 
plenty of tours of its 
vibrant architecture 

TOURS I Modern-day South Beach 
is still a vibrant monument to the 
Art Deco designs of the late 1920s 
and ’30s. 

The narrow streets are lined with 
hotels and buildings designed with 
curved edges, porthole windows and 
pastel -colored facades, all touch- 
stones of the style. 

The Miami Design Preservation 
League is offering tours of the Art 
Deco district — guided, recorded 
and one that can even be done lis- 
tening on a cellphone. 

On a recent sun-drenched morn- 
ing, guide Erika Brigham, who has 
lived in the area since 1988, kicked 
off the tour with a lively talk about 
the architectural history of the neigh- 
borhood. She wore palm tree-shaped 
earrings, a gold-and-black speckled 
visor and a T-shirt promoting the 
annual weekend event celebrating 
Art Deco, which was scheduled this 
year for Jan. 18-20. 

“I think it’s incredibly important 
to preserve the buildings,” Brigham 
said. “They have a much more human 
scale than skyscrapers.” 

The historic district extends 
from Sixth Street to 23rd Street, 
but the group tours usually stay

in the teen-numbered streets and 
can take up to two hours. The indi- 
vidual tour is designed to take less 
than an hour. 

“The idea is that it [the tour] 
goes in a circle,” said Jeff Donnel- 
ly, part-time professor of Ameri- 
can Studies at the University of 
Miami and director of the tour 
school that trains the guides. “As 
you walk through the district, 
you can visualize earlier and then 
later periods of design ... to get a 
view of how design developed in 
the U.S. in the mid-20th century.”

Maila Nurmi Dies at 85 


Despite her aversion 
to the c-word, Janet 
is makings big one 

MS. JACKSON I You could call it a 
you-know-what. But don’t. 

“I think a comeback is when you 
leave and then you ... come back,” 
Janet Jackson says with a laugh. 
“People are always quick to use that 
word ‘comeback,’ but I never went 
anywhere, really.” 

Arriving Feb. 26, “Discipline,” 
Jackson insists, does not put her in 
the same camp as Mary J. Blige or 
Mariah Carey — it’s not her “Break- 
through” nor her “Emancipation.” 
But given the commercially dis- 
appointing sales of her preceding 
Virgin sets — 2004’s “Damita Jo” 
moved 999,000 units in the United 
States, according to Nielsen Sound- 
Scan, and 2006’s “20 Y.O.” stalled 
at 648,000 — there was a vanish- 
ing act of sorts that warrants all the 
comeback talk. 

“There’s a great anticipation 
for the record,” says IDJ chair- 
man Antonio “L.A.” Reid, who 
executive-produced “Discipline” 
with Jackson. “I feel that there’s a 
welcoming from people in gener- 
al, whether it be in the radio com- 
munity or in the media. We would 
be wrong not to note that there’s a 
different level of excitement going 
on with Janet right now.” 


Actress was known 
for scary-yet-sexy 
character Vampira 

OBIT I Maila Nurmi, whose “Vam- 
pira” TV persona pioneered the 
spooky-yet-sexy Goth aesthetic, 
has died, coroner’s officials said. 
She was 85. 

Nurmi died Thursday afternoon 
at her Hollywood home, Los Ange- 
les County coroner’s Lt. Fred Cor- 
ral said. The cause of death has not 


been determined. Corral said. 

Nurmi created her Vampira 
character — reminiscent of Charles 
Addams’ spooky New Yorker car- 
toons — to host horror movie broad- 
casts on KABC TV in Los Angeles 
in 1954. 

“The Vampira Show” was can- 
celed after about a year, but Nurmi 
remained a cult figure among 
B -movie buffs and is thought to 
have inspired the vampish Mor- 
ticia Addams on “The Addams 
Family,” which premiered about 


10 years later. 

But Nurmi’s cultural resonance 
did not translate into long-term 
wealth. In 1989, she lost a $10 mil- 
lion lawsuit that contended Cassan- 
dra Peterson’s late-night horror host- 
ess Elvira pirated her character. 

“There is no Elvira. There’s only 
a pirated Vampira,” she was quot- 
ed as saying in an Associated Press 
story at the time. “Cassandra Peter- 
son slavishly copied my product and 
made a fortune. America has been 

duped.” JACOB ADELMAN (AP) 


The excitement comes cour- 
tesy of her new Rodney Jerkins- 
produced lead single, “Feedback.” 
After a round of underwhelming 
singles from her past two albums, 
the song has been gaining momen- 
tum at urban and pop formats, 
thanks to its robotic bassline and 
voice-modulated effect tailor- 
made for the clubs. It debuts this 
week at No. 42 on Billboard’s Hot 
Digital Songs chart with 44,000 
downloads and at No. 52 on the 
Billboard Hot 100. 

The record was leaked to blogs 
in late December with over- 
whelmingly positive, um, feed- 
back, after which radio quick- 
ly picked up the scent. This is 
exactly what IDJ was banking 
on. “When you look at blogs and 
critics that didn’t favor her pre- 
viously, they’re loving her now, 
citing the return of Janet.” 

If “Feedback” breaks into the 
top 10 of the Billboard Hot 100, 
it will be Jackson’s first such hit 
in that region of the chart since 
200l’s “Someone to Call My Lover” 
peaked at No. 3. “Nothing sells 
music better than good music, so 
I think ‘Feedback’ has done a really 
good job getting people’s attention. 
And then, there’s the fact that she 
looks amazing, so that visual’s been 
helping,” says IDJ Vice President 
of marketing Ayars Ashaunna.

rU Have 
A Side of 
Extras 

The latest version of 
‘Harry Met Sally’ is 
short on the features 

DVD I Make fun of the movie for 
blatantly borrowing from Woody 
Allen’s “Annie Hall.” Bemoan the 
fact that you’ve seen it on cable so 
many times that you can recite the 
dialogue from the climactic New 
Year’s Eve scene (“I love it that you 
get cold when it’s 71 degrees out”) 
by heart. 

Still, there’s no denying the 
truth: “When Harry Met Sally ... ” 
($19.98), which arrives this week in 
a new collector’s edition DVD, is a 
modern classic. Hollywood churns 
out enough mediocre romantic com- 
edies every year to ensure that Kate 
Hudson and Sandra Bullock will 
never go hungry. But the studios 
only deliver a relationship movie 
this smart and sharply observed 
maybe once or twice a decade. 

If you haven’t spent time recently 
with Billy Crystal and Meg Ryan, 
you may be amazed by how well this 


film stands the test of time. Nora 
Ephron’s Oscar-nominated screen- 
play blends neurotic characters and 
candid relationship confessions (see: 
the orgasm scene) in a way that sug- 
gests both “Seinfeld” and “Sex and 
the City,” well before either show 
existed. Who used the term “high- 
maintenance” in daily conversation 
until Harry criticized Sally for order- 
ing her dressing on the side? 

Of course, Ephron doesn’t deserve 
all the praise for making “Harry” a 
winner. As she. Crystal and direc- 
tor Rob Reiner make clear during 
the DVD’s commentary track, this 
was a collaborative effort. Many of 
the plot developments were based on 
incidents from Reiner’s real life as a 
struggling single. And it was Crystal, 
not Ephron, who came up with the 
most memorable line in the picture: 
“I’ll have what she’s having.” 

That entertaining audio track 
turns out to be the most worthwhile 
extra on this DVD. Seven new fea- 
turettes also come as part of the 
package, but they cover much of the 
same ground already addressed in 
the commentary. 

Given the so-so special fea- 
tures, fans who already own a 
copy of “Harry Met Sally...” prob- 
ably don’t need to buy this ver- 
sion. But anyone who doesn’t 
should take this opportunity to 
make the commitment and add 
it to his or her DVD collection.

Fashion statements 
help patients deal 
with, embrace illness 

An arm sling covered with color- 
ful flames. A T-shirt with “Cancer 
picked the wrong Diva!” splashed 
across the chest. A medical ID 
bracelet adorned with Swarovski 
crystals. 

Call this fashionable sickness 
— turning a disease into a fashion 
and political statement. 

Years ago, people were reluctant 
to share their illnesses, and often 
went to great lengths to hide them. 
But today’s patients are openly self- 
deprecating, with T-shirts proclaim- 
ing, “I have ADD” and bald heads 
painted with sports team logos. 
They are making their disabilities 
cool with hot pink walkers, canes 


imprinted with graffiti. 

“Like the old adage says, ‘life 
happens,’” says Karen Larde, 
the Atlanta bureau chief for the 
Fashioninsider.com. “Well, so do ill- 
nesses. If we must at some point be 
ill, why not look good doing it?” 

Experts aren’t sure what to call 
this new open attitude about ill- 
ness. But they credit television, 
the Internet, celebrities and the 
need to raise money and aware- 
ness for diseases. 

And whether it’s Lance Arm- 
strong fighting cancer or Brooke 
Shields and postpartum depres- 
sion, celebrities show people that it’s 
OK to tell the world what they are 
going through, says Rhoda Weiss, 
a national health care consultant 
in Santa Monica, Calif. 

“The hipness is also indicative of 
a new freedom of expression that 
came out of the Internet,” she says.

victim both on the Net and in front 
of others.” 

Combine all of that with the 
sophisticated marketing of diseas- 
es — ribbons, awareness months, 
walks and colors — and the illness 
becomes a pop -culture statement, 
says Hanley. 

People who broadcast their 
illnesses are not looking for pity 
and are not in denial about the 
seriousness of their disease, says 
breast oncologist Dr. Alejandra 
Perez, who sees patients wearing 
everything from sloganed T-shirts 
to pink wigs to no wig at all. 

“For our patients, it is very, very 
important to show the world that 
even though they have cancer, they 
are fighters,” says Perez, co-director 
for the Memorial Regional Hospital 
Breast Cancer Center in Hollywood, 
Fla. “They are not victims.” 

Medical “fashion accessories” 
can actually look good, too. 

Lorry Gregory wasn’t too thrilled 
with the canes she found when a 
fall a decade ago triggered a case of 
arthritis. So, the former tennis pro 
and part-time Naples, Fla., resident 
began making and selling her own 
canes. 

Gregory has bedecked canes with 
butterflies, cows, pigs, footballs and 
feathers. She also has holiday-theme 
canes, such as red, white and blue 
canes for the Fourth of July. 

“It picks their spirits up like 
it picked up mine,” says Gregory. 
“[They say,] ‘Oh, thank goodness

New York’s decadent 
antiques bazaar is 
known for top quality 

Like a fine antique, a furniture 
dealer must acquire a certain 
patina before arriving at the Win- 
ter Antiques Show. 

The 75 slots at the annual bazaar, 
which opens Thursday, are so cov- 
eted that dealers wait decades to 
join the decadent display, where 
New York socialites are the main cli- 
entele and museum curators peruse 
the antiques and antiquities. 

“We have a very low attrition rate,” 
says Catherine Sweeney Singer, the 
show’s executive director. “Of course, 
you can be removed for not having 
show-worthy material, but that’s very 
rare. Generally, people leave the show 
because they’ve died.” 

Dealers can apply, but partici- 
pation in the show is by invitation 
only, and some, Sweeney Singer 
says, waited as long as 30 years 


before being asked. 

“It all depends on what we need 
to round out the show,” she said. “If 
we invite four dealers in folk art, 
then we’ll look for someone whose 
specialty is something else.” 

Among the handful of new deal- 
ers this year are Elliott and Grace 
Snyder, who run Elliott & Grace 


Snyder Antiques in the Berkshires. 
The two have been in business since 
1970 and deal primarily in 17th-, 
18th-, and early 19th-century mate- 
rial, with an emphasis on Ameri- 
can vernacular furniture, textiles 
and metalwork. 

“It’s exciting to give this a try. 
It’s a beautiful show,” Elliott Sny-

der said. “And after all, it’s one of 
the top two or three shows in the 
world. I think I’ve been to all the 
major shows in Europe — it really 
is right up there.” 

Snyder said his booth will fea- 
ture a signed document box, circa 
1820, from Boston with original 
paint, and a wooden wassail bowl, 
circa 1685, with its original finish, 
signed by both its maker and origi- 
nal owner. Both are from Boston. 

Snyder is also bringing a 
harbor scene of New York City 
created by painter Edmund 
Coates. It’s expected to fetch about 
$125,000. 

The annual show typically draws 
25,000 visitors, the organizers said, 
underlining New York as one of the 
antiques capitals of the world. 

For $20, the public can view 
sacred objects of Pharaonic times, 
medieval armor. Renaissance 
paintings and documents, 18th- 
and 19th-century furniture and 
more. Proceeds benefit the East 
Side House Settlement, a charity 
founded in 1891. 

Elinor Gordon, who turns 90 in 
February, has been exhibiting at the 
show since it began, specializing in 
Chinese export porcelain. 

“It’s impressive even for an old 
goat,” she said of the event. “And 
I’ve never taken Geritol. I keep on 
living because I keep on working.”

Gucci looks to Russian 
folklore; Prada creates 
conceptual patchwork 


Prada and Gucci have often been at opposite 
ends of the fashion spectrum — minimalist ver- 
sus maximalist, plain versus showy. 

This time around is no exception. For fall-win- 
ter 2008-2009 Miuccia Prada wants her man 
more illusion than reality, while Frida Giannini 
for Gucci is all about in-the-face flash. 

While Miuccia Prada has no particular model 
in mind for her effete male figure, Giannini says 
she “fell in love” with Eugene Hutz, the Ukraini- 
an lead singer of the hip New York band, Gogol 
Bordello, and his flamboyant Gypsy style. 

The Gucci collection presented Monday eve- 
ning is laden with details gleaned from Russian 
folklore — from richly embroidered silk shirts 
to oversized fur outerwear. 

Models with tussled hair walked the carpet- 
ed runway in super- soft leather riding boots, 
carrying a large bag, a gilded 
chain belt marking the waist 
of the tapered trousers, a col- 
orful shawl tossed across the 
shoulder. Military jackets with 
brass buttons and velvet collars 
abound. 

For nighttime, the Gucci 
man flaunts a silk shirt with 
ruffled front and a heavily dec- 
orated velvet jacket with tradi- 
tional standup collar. 

On Sunday at Prada, the idea was what you 
see is not what you get — starting from the shirt, 
which was worn back to front, and closed with a 
cummerbund, which at times doubled as a skirt. 
Just to further confuse the issue, a shirt front 
was flattened by a huge bib, and some collars 
came in pairs. 

“It’s all about pieces, and a mixture of what 
is real and what is not, in my search to find 


new ways to present traditional clothing,” 
Prada explained. 

In the reality department, although atypical 
for Prada, the designer showed suits in shock- 
ing red and electric blue, showy shopping bags 
and exaggeratedly pointed footwear. 

Except for five lively Spice 
Girls, front-row guests at 
Roberto Cavalli, there was 
little entertainment at Caval- 
li’s show Monday, which 
marked the designer’s return 
to elegance. 

“Today’s man is in search 
of that special thing that will 
make him feel good about him- 
self,” the designer said before 
the show, which was staged in 
the hall of a military academy turned into an 
old-fashioned sitting room. 

Men in perfectly tailored suits with slim trou- 
sers and slightly fitted jackets, worn under ele- 
gant top coats, accompanied fancy ladies in vel- 
vet and taffeta gowns down the runway. 

“There’s not a piece in the collection that 
I wouldn’t wear myself,” the designer said.

Identity Theft 101 

Washington Post staff writer NANCY 
TREJOS and ADAM LEVIN , chairman 
of Identity Theft 911 LLC, were online 
Tuesday to discuss ways to protect 
yourself from identitytheft. 

I have a card that is both debit 
and credit. So, am I protected 
when I use my credit function, but 
extremely vulnerable if I use the 
debit function? 

Credit cards offer more protec- 
tion: $50 maximum liability. Many 
credit extenders have zero liability 
policies. Debit cards present great- 


er liability issues depending upon 
when you report the misuse. Liabil- 
ity can exceed $500 if you take too 
long to notify the institution. 

Every time I go to a new doctor, 
the paperwork always asks for my 
Social Security number. Is this legal 
or required? I don’t feel comfort- 
able giving it out, because doctors’ 
offices have open, non-locked file 
areas; anyone in the office or clean- 
ing staff can access them. 

It is not required. Many simply ask 
for the SSN because that’s what they 
have always done. They have your 
insurance card, and most won’t 
let you escape their offices with- 
out paying the bill. Therefore, leave 
the SSN line blank. If they demand 


that you provide it, demand to get 
a full report regarding their secu- 
rity procedures. 

Is it overkill to tear my name and 
address out of everything that goes 
into the garbage and then shred the 
identifying bits? 

You can never be too careful. 
Removing any personal identify- 
ing information for any document 
is a good habit. It is tedious. That’s 
why you should just use the shred- 
der as much as possible — cross- 
cut, I hope.

Yeah, the Chihuahua-toting, 
pink-loving heroine of “Legally 
Blonde” — that’s the one. 

In the 2001 flick, there’s a scene 
at Harvard Law School in which 
faculty members are poring over 
the not- so -dumb blonde’s applica- 
tion, trying to determine whether 
to admit Woods. They come across 
a bullet on her resume where she’s 
described her stint as a faux fur 
bikini designer as a stint in “phi- 
lanthropy for animal rights.” Some 
academics are aghast, but enough 
of them are impressed that Woods 
gets in. Score one for a well-written 
resume, right? 

“It’s all a matter of focus and the 
way we want to tell a story,” says 
Martin Yate, a Savannah, Ga.- 
based career coach and author of 
“Knock ’Em Dead: The Ultimate 
Job Search Guide” ($10, Adams 
Media). “T design faux fur bikinis’ 
doesn’t mean anything, but to say 
T’m a philanthropist for animal 
rights’ tells a different story.” 

Today, conveying a distinctive, 
compelling career tale with your 
give-me-a-job documents is becom- 
ing increasingly important, since the 
number of resumes posted online 


is staggering. Careerbuilder.com 
alone currently has more than 26 
million on its site. 

And whether you’re a starry- 


eyed 20 -something trying to land 
an entry-level position at the wid- 
get factory or a disillusioned baby 
boomer looking to switch careers 
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after several decades in the trench- 
es, the question remains the same: 
How do I get my resume to stand 
out? 

If you post your info on a site like 
Careerbuilder.com or Monster.com, 
Yate says to first consider how such 
sites’ spiders (retrieval programs) 
will scan it before it’s even seen by 
human eyes. Such database search- 
es are conducted like Google ones, 
which means resumes with the most 
keywords repeated most frequently 
are given the highest ranking — and 
are more likely to get plucked out 
by your dream company’s human 
resources honchos. 

People seeking job candidates, 
says Yate, “type in the word ‘accoun- 
tant,’ and get a dialogue box which 


gives us a 100 keywords or key phras- 
es. We click on the ones we think 
apply and add some other words that 
are relevant to our specific job.” In 
order to have your resume fished out 
of a sea of millions of other docu- 
ments, you’ll need it to stand out. It’s 
the same sort ofweeding-out process 
that happens when you mail out an 
old-fashioned paper CV. 

Sound daunting? It doesn’t need 
to be. Reviewing and comparing 
postings for similar jobs you’re 
interested in will not only give 
you an idea of what an employer is 
looking for, but it’ll also show what 
sort of language they’re using to 
describe it. It’s vital to use the jar- 
gon of the industry you’re hunting in 
— it makes you seem educated and 


knowledgeable about the field. This 
means a resume for a retail position 
shouldn’t sound similar to a CV for 
that of a bank executive. 

“You want to create a resume 
that portrays you as an insider, not 
as an outsider,” says career con- 
sultant Abby M. Locke, who runs 
D.C.’s Premier Writing Solutions 
(Premierwriting.com). “If you’re not 
creating a resume with a strong focus 
or target, then, essentially, you’re pre- 
senting the picture of ‘I’m an outsid- 
er trying to get in’ rather than ‘I’m a 
part of this team; you just need to 
bring me on board.’” 

Some people have so much 
trouble tailoring their resumes 
to fit the jobs they want that they 
end up consulting a pro like Locke. 


After applying for several positions 
with no response in the middle of 
last year, Babu Kuttal, a 3 8 -year- 
old Manhattan IT executive, found 
Locke’s Web site and decided to hire 
her. After filling out an extensive 
questionnaire and spending 40 
hours filling out questionnaires 
and speaking with Locke on the 
phone, he received a resume draft 
in his e-mail inbox. (Locke’s rates 
start at $185 for a one-hour coach- 
ing session.) 

“My previous resume had a lot 
of technology acronyms — I used 
Java. This one was very English 
savvy, packed with a lot of facts,” 
says Kuttal. “She aligned my resume 
like a progressive story, from my 
first career to my last, so you feel 


like you’re reading a good novel 
summary.” 

Kuttal sent the new resume 
to four companies and got four 
interviews. He started his new gig 
as an IT executive with a major 
New York City financial services 
firm last month. 

“I’m a big proponent of clients’ 
determining their personal brand,” 
says Locke. “They’re then able to 
walk away with a strong under- 
standing of their qualifications and 
expertise, and really have a handle 
on what they’re able to offer a new 
employer.” 

Branding yourself doesn’t mean 
asserting too much personality via 
a resume. An employer probably

Creds on the Web? 

■ Yeah, you’ve posted your resume on 
Monster.com and made a video show- 
casing your mad oratory skills. Should 
you take it a step further and create your 
own resume Web site? It depends. 

Career expert Martin Yate predicts 
that in the next five to seven years, all 
job-seekers will need to have a per- 
sonal Web site. Abby M. Locke, a D.C. 
career counselor with Premier Writing 
Solutions (Premierwriting.com), notes 
that in today’s Googling world, having an 
online Web portfolio can be important 
for bolstering your Internet identity. “You 
can havea hard copy of your resume that 
people can download,’’ she says. 

Those in some fields don’t need 
a flashy online presence. But Lily 
Taylor, who helps job-seekers via 
Superwritergirl.com, thinks Web resumes 
benefitthose in personality-driven are- 
nas like sales or real estate. An online 



work showcase can also aid creative pros 
(architects, designers. etc.). 

Still, as with Facebook.com or 
MySpace.com, you don’t want to put 
too much information out into cyber- 
space “You can be proud of yourself 
and have your own Web site with your 
picture and resume,’’ says Taylor. But 
know that loading it with too many per- 
sonal details can come back to haunt 
you. “If I put my age, whether I’m mar- 
ried or have children, or anything having 
to do with politics or religion, I can say, 
‘You didn’t hire me because I said I was 
a Republican,’’’ says Locke. 

Thinktwice before doing a YouTube- 
esque video resume. You don’t want an 
employertoform a negative opinion of you 
priorto meeting you face-to-face. Virtual 
vitaes also can be a drudge for potential 
bossesto sort. “I don’t havetimeto sitand 
watch your bloody video,’’ says Yate. “I’ve 
got 100 resumes — you’re going to get 45 
seconds, baby cakes.’’ k.c.

doesn’t care whether you’re a great 
Indian curry cook — unless you’re 
up for a job in the kitchen at the 
Bombay Club. And the fact that you 
run an iguana rescue in your spare 
time will probably impress only the 
HR department of PETA. 

Instead, that PDF you thrust into 
cyberspace (or that piece of paper 
you stuff in the mail) should detail 
the particular strengths that qualify 
you for the job, says New York City- 
based Lily Taylor, who dispenses 
resume advice via online chat as 
her alter ego Super Writer Girl 
(Superwritergirl.com). She charg- 
es $100 to write a resume. 

“Sometimes people are, like, 
‘Oh! I want to tell them that I love 
golfing, and I have three dogs and 
two cats and a turtle ! ’ And I’m, like, 
‘You’re a professional sales manager. 
I don’t think they’re going to care,”’ 
says Taylor, who appears on her site 
as a caped, comic book- style super 
heroine, grasping what very well 
could be a rolled up resume. 

The new resume rules also sug- 
gest that if you’re applying for five 
different jobs, you can’t just use one 
generalized CV. You may need to 
tweak the one you have each time 
you send it out, mentioning your 
volunteer usher stint at Arena Stage 
when applying for that gig at the 
Kennedy Center or leaving out your 
short tenure as an NRA intern if 
angling for a position in Sen. Ted 


Kennedy’s office. It’s about focus- 
ing on the particulars of a job with 
each resume and making sure past 
career achievements convince that 
new boss that you’d fit into and suc- 
ceed at that company. 

Eeek! How can you do that on 
just one page? 

Take a deep breath, and stop 
converting everything into teeny, 
tiny fonts. “There used to be that 
old rule of one page for every 10 
years of experience, and no more 
than two pages. That isn’t relevant 
anymore,” says Yate. “Although the

essence of it is still true: You should 
cut to the chase. You don’t want too 
much information.” 

With that said, Yate has worked 
with vice presidents whose multi- 
faceted and lengthy careers warrant 
resumes that are five to seven pages 
long, with a professional addendum 
(two pages) and a leadership profile 
(another two pages). Holy papyrus! 
Still, it’s vital not to believe that a 
long, varied career gives you the 
freedom to write a novella: Points 
still need to be succinct and clear, 
and the first page still needs to 
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pack a punch. 

‘What hasn’t changed is how peo- 
ple screen resumes once they get in 
front of human eyes,” says Yate. “We 
have a pile in front of us; we hate 
reading them. We spend 45 seconds 
to a minute reading it our first time. 
Ninety percent of that time is spent 
on the first page. What does that tell 
us? The first page is like the headline 
or the first paragraphs of a newspa- 
per story. Catch their attention, and 
show that wow, this guy gets it; this 
girl can do this job,’ then the rest of 
the resume will get read.” 

When it comes to reading, don’t 
forget your audience. Younger appli- 
cants should even take the vision of 
their resume-reviewers into consid- 
eration when choosing a font size. 
“You might be able to read 10 -point 
just fine,” says Yate. “But the woman 
or guy who has been slaving in a 
high-rise salt mine for 15 years look- 
ing at computer screens is probably 
as blind as a bat.” 

He suggests avoiding type small- 
er than 12 -point and using a sans- 
serif font (“one that is plain and 
doesn’t have curlicues in it”). Locke 
says it couldn’t hurt to avoid over- 
used fonts like Times New Roman 
and Arial — they look dated and 
dull, and might get passed over. 

Taylor thinks job-hunters 
sometimes go overboard deco- 
rating their resumes. “I recently 
wrote [a resume] for a person who 
does entertainment for kids, like a 
magician or a clown, and he had 
balloons all over his resume, but 
he was applying for a professional 
industry job. He wanted his person- 
ality to come through,” she says. “I 
stuck with a basic black shadowed 
border and his name in a fun font. 
I left it very simple. He needed to 
calm down a bit.” 

Other applicant faux pas these 
pros have seen, which you should 
not repeat: a candidate who used 
all caps throughout his WHOLE 
RESUME; another man who spelled 
his name wrong on his header and 
then corrected it by scratching it out 
and rewriting it. In the age of spell- 
check, any typo on a resume means 
it is destined for the trash. 

Once the resume has been writ- 
ten, the next question is how to send 
it, and in what form? An Adobe PDF 
via e-mail is the safest method. “It’s 
easy, simple and can’t be changed,” 
says Taylor. “It’s polished.” And while 
most resumes are e-mailed these 
days, sometimes it doesn’t hurt to 
be a little old-school and send a copy

Be a Copycat 

The old adage “bigger is better” comes 
to mind as you flip through “THE ONLY 
RESUME AND COVER LETTER BOOK 
YOU’LL EVER NEED!” by Richard Walsh 
($14, Adams Media). The821-pagetome 
comes off as intimidating at first glance 
— it weighs as much as a phone book! 
But after aflip-through, it becomes clear 
thatthis doorstop is ginormous because 
it’s crammed with 400 resumes, plus the 
same number of cover-letter samples 
tailored to jobs from archivist to zoolo- 
gist. Readers can basically copy or model 
their own materials on theexamples. One problem: Though Walsh trots out var- 
ious layouts and lots of good typography ideas, the actual font names aren’t list- 
ed anywhere. And, yes, a hefty book is impressive, but is it really worth itto heave 
something around when all you need is tips on working up a new resumefor, say, 
secretary of the interior?

Programming a New Job 

What would it sound like if Barry White dispensed 
career-hunting tips? A bit like the voice that talks 
you through RESUME WORKS PRO ($20, Individual 
Software). After installing the program via a CD- 
ROM, users can opttoeithercommune with the Voice 
(actually, a50-something white guy, if the icon isto be 
believed) orfollow pop-up prompts to craft resumes 
and cover letters. (Trust us: Go with Barry Boy.) The 
program’s fill-in-the-blanks functionality means the 
onerous task of honing your resume seems simpler 
and less stressful — you should have a new one in 
aboutan hour. There are many advantages to going 
with this program. You can save files in rich text format, as Word documents or 
as Adobe PDFs. And if you don’t want to start docs from scratch, there are a vari- 
ety of samples suited to very specific career types, from casting directors to lab 
managers, which can be tweaked. There are even templates for documents you 
might need later inthejob huntorcareer-ladder climb — thank-you notes, resig- 
nation letters, etc. Bonus: The thing also holds 500 interview practice questions 
(ex: “Have you ever given your previous employertwo weeks’ notice before leav- 
ing?”) to help you out of if that spanking-new resume lands you aface-to-face 
interview with a potential new big kahuna, k.c. 



via snail mail, too — particularly if 
you work in academia or a creative 
field (architecture, photography, 
journalism) in which a packet of 
clips is still relevant. 

“I guarantee, when you get mail, 
you open it first thing or at the end 
of the day; you do it as a little break,” 
says Yate. “You still open mail! I tell 
people, if you’re sending someone a 
letter by e-mail, get someone’s name 
and send it to them by mail as well. 
Send it in a large, flat envelope — it 
sticks out more. Priority mail is like 
three and a half bucks, but if it’s a 


job you can really do, and you want 
to stand out, that’s mostly to get it 
into the man or woman’s hands that 
has the hiring decision, and it’s most 
likely to get opened and read.” 

So, should the paper that resume 
is printed on be fancy parchment, 
or will plain white stock do? Don’t 
go overboard, says Taylor. “Don’t 
do it on scented pink paper, and 
you’re good.” Stay away from regular 
printer paper and opt for weighted 
resume stuff instead. Which is a les- 
son even File Woods would appre- 
ciate.

A writing class 
turns a Virginia 
woman into an 
acclaimed novelist 


So many books and movies focus on 
a person who felt born to be a writer. 
Nani Power didn’t. She just took a 
continuing- education course on a 
lark — and it changed her life. 

The Virginia native focused on 
painting after graduating from 
Bennington College with a degree 
in fine arts. She also worked in the 


food industry, from waitressing to 
running a catering business. When 
a friend her age died, Power had 
a “what am I doing with my life?” 
epiphany and decided, “I’m going 
to start doing those things that are 
on your brain’s to-do list.” 

One of her goals was to take a 
creative writing course. She signed 
up at Georgetown University and 
found it “fun to make up a story.” 
The instructor, Liam Callanan, saw 
more: He wrote across one 


paper, “You could get this 
published” — and sug- 
gested how to start. 

It didn’t happen 
— yet. Instead, Power 
took the class again for 
more practice and self- 
confidence. “I didn’t real- 


ly know what I was doing, but 
I loved it,” she says. 

In 1999, Power took a workshop 
at the Writer’s Center in Bethesda, 
“Advanced Fiction” by Arlington’s 
Richard Peabody, longtime editor 
of Gargoyle Magazine. Peabody 
published Power’s first short story 
— “no pay, but being published was 
fantastic.” Having played around at 
writing 30 pages of a novel. Power 
signed up for another Peabody work- 
shop, “Experimental Fiction.” 

Assistant director Sunil Freeman 
describes the Writer’s Center as a

nonprofit, nonacademic literary- 
support organization offering 
workshops, a small-press bookstore, 
and readings and other events. Each 
quarter it holds 70 to 80 workshops, 
some lasting one day ($50 to $60) 
but most running six to eight weeks 
(up to $300, $275 for members). 


Most feature reading and critiqu- 
ing of others’ work. 

The Writer’s Center’s next open 
house will be April 5, from noon to 
3 p.m. Several workshop leaders and 
staff will chat with visitors (4508 
Walsh St., Bethesda; 301-654- 
8664; Writer.org). 


Power, 46, not only took work- 
shops, she also attended writing 
conferences to learn from experts, 
commune with fellow writers, and 
meet agents and publishers. The 
effort more than paid off: At one 
conference, she felt encouraged 
to delve into that novel again. At 


another, she told someone she met 
that she wanted “a big-name agent.” 
The new friend suggested a woman 
green at agenting but with 20 years’ 
experience at a major publisher. The 
result: a seven -way bidding war. 

Power chose Atlantic Monthly 
Press, which published “Crawling 


at Night” in April 2001. Set part- 
ly in Washington and “about the 
anonymity of a big city,” the novel 
gained top reviews and was named 
a New York Times Notable Book 
of the Year. While on a book tour. 
Power met a Hollywood agent who 
sold the rights to independent film- 
maker Kimi Takesue, who plans to 
work with actor Maria Bello. 

Her second novel, “The Good 
Remains” — based loosely on “A 
Christmas Carol” and on her experi- 
ence as an anxious parent at a neo- 
natal-care unit — took the author

in unexpected directions. After 
doing a reading at the Writer’s 
Center, she was offered a teach- 
ing slot. The application deadline 
for her next workshop, “Advanced 
Fiction,” is Jan. 22. 

Meanwhile, Power took a play- 
writing workshop there to work 
on dialogue for books. In another 
twist, she wrote a play after all: A 
few classmates banded together, 
won a Mead Theatre Lab grant, 
and produced a collection of five- 
to 10 -minute plays performed in 
Washington in 2005. 

A third novel, “The Sea of Tears,” 
tells of romance at a Washington 
hotel, with multicultural and 
spiritual elements. A fourth book, 
not a novel, will appear this June. 
“Feed the Hungry: A Memoir, 
With Recipes” is about growing 
up in Middleburg among “super- 
foodie relatives.” Power describes 
it as both fun and sad. 

Her advice to wannabe novel- 
ists: “Take a workshop, and get a 
group of peers to help with your 
work. Their feedback and encour- 
agement are motivation to write,” 
she says, “and the deadlines will 
make you follow through.” 

Power is proof that by using tal- 
ent and honing connections, one 
doesn’t need an advanced degree 
to be published. “I was seriously 
considering a master of fine arts 
in fiction at Bennington,” she says. 
“Then the first novel sold, and I said,

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be joined by thousands of others 
working on congressional cam- 
paigns — operatives living on four 
hours’ sleep, Triple Whoppers and 
a hefty supply of Red Bull. 

“These are greedy institutions,” 
says Haley Bohen, a psychologist 
who’s counseled dozens of politi- 
cal types during her 27 years in 
Washington. “They eclipse every- 
thing else. Often, the election work 
crowds out the family and the per- 
sonal lives.” 

For those who signed on early, 
it could mean almost two years of 
a schedule that’s always in flux. Of 
never knowing which news story 
will break or which emergency will 
need fixing in the middle of Mom 
and Dad’s anniversary party. Of 
missing siblings’ homecomings and 
opening presents under the tree. 

“All I can say is thank God we 
live in the age of Internet shopping, 
’cause that’s the only way you can 
do it — between the hours of mid- 


night and 1 a.m.,” says Mo Elleithee, 
a spokesman for Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, D-N.Y., who spent 
Christmas in Des Moines. 

Look at Jim Dornan, who’s 
managed nine campaigns over 
the years, each time packing up 
to a new state, shipping his cats 
off to friends and putting what- 
ever relationship he’s in on pause. 
He points out his office window to 
the Old Post Office Pavilion, as if 
it sums up his transient existence: 
“I’ve had a mailbox over there for 
10 years.” 

There’s no mystery in Dornan’s 
mind about why he’s not married. 
“Everything you can’t move you 
leave behind,” he says. “How can I 
subject any woman to this?” 

But most partners of die-hard 
campaigners know what they’re get- 
ting into from the start. Catherine 
Cameron did. She met Emmett 
Beliveau seven years ago when 
they were both working to elect A1 
Gore. She always knew it was a mat- 
ter of “when, not if” he would hear 
the siren call of another campaign. 
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When he popped the question last 
Christmas, Beliveau was an asso- 
ciate at a D.C. law firm, available 
for dinners out and Sunday mati- 
nees. Three weeks later, Obama’s 
team called. Beliveau spent most 
of their engagement in Chicago, 
as he has the first months of their 
marriage. The two have never lived 
together. 

“It’s not ideal, but we’re making it 
work,” says Cameron, on what hap- 
pened to be Beliveau’s 31st birthday. 
She had cupcakes delivered to him 
for the occasion. There is always a 
“next visit” planned, and the couple 
talk several times per day. 

None of it is the way she thought 
her first year of marriage would be, 
but it came down to this: “He got 
a great job. And he’s really good at 
it. How do you tell the person you 
want to spend the rest of your life 
with, ‘No, you can’t do this’?” 

That’s one question the campaign 
couples who end up on psychologist 
Michael Radkowsky’s couch end 
up asking. Others include “What 
does it say about me that I want to 
leave my family for six weeks?” and 
“What does it say about me that my 
partner wants to leave me for two 
months?” 

Part of what it says, he tells cli- 
ents, is that individual goals still 


matter, even in the context of a 
family. “If you make your rela- 
tionship your only priority, it can 
limit your potential as a human 
being,” he says. 

Plus, Radkowsky adds, cam- 
paign junkies constitute a certain 
breed. While campaigns snap up 
hordes of young people — in their 
20s, single and childless — only a 
few become addicted. Those are the 
ones who will tell you campaigns are 
ingrained in their being. They feed 
off the pressure and competition 
and the belief that they can affect 


society more profoundly doing this 
than in any other job. 

“It’s in my blood,” says Sean 
Noble. He is 37 years old, chief of 
staff for Rep. John Shadegg, R-Ariz. 
He also has five children and, over 
the years, has taken leave from his 
job to work on 20 different cam- 
paigns, at all levels. 

His wife, Julie Noble, is pretty 
much a single mom when he’s gone. 
And he’s gone a lot. He takes vaca- 
tion time to work on campaigns. His 
family takes vacation time, some-

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times, to go see him work on cam- 
paigns. “I haven’t burned out yet, 
much to the chagrin of my wife.” 

“You just have to suck it up and 
say, ‘That’s who I married, and 
that’s what I’m giving to my mar- 
riage — my support,”’ says Julie 
Noble, on the phone from their 
home in Phoenix. 

“It’s not been without a struggle,” 
her husband concedes. He’s not on a 
campaign now, but almost certainly 
will be by next summer. “It would 
be ridiculous to pretend that this 
kind of activity doesn’t put a strain 
on marriages.” 

For the record, psychologist 
Bohen never sees an uptick in cli- 
entele during election season. That 
comes after, she says, in a “fallout,” 
when people ask themselves if it was 
really worth it. 

For Jason Roe and his wife, 
Patty, it wasn’t. Not this time, any- 
way. They met in Michigan as col- 
lege kids and moved to Washington 
to follow his dream. Fifteen years, 
nine campaigns. They know the 
routine — the months apart, the 
lonely evenings. 

Mitt Romney’s team called last 
winter and the routine became pre- 


dawn flights to Boston on Monday, 
return trips late Friday night. Patty 
stayed in Washington to continue her 
job as chief of staff for Rep. Rick Renzi, 
R-Ariz., and to sell their old house. 
But the house wouldn’t sell and Renzi 
came under FBI investigation. 

“She’s at home crying every 
night and I’m in Boston,” Jason 
Roe says. So, three months after 
he joined the campaign, he left it. 
“When I walked in and saw him

sitting on the couch, it was one of 
the best moments of our marriage,” 
recalls Patty Roe. 

Get them going and any campaign 
veteran can rattle off tales of illicit 
entanglements that smolder along 
the sidelines of the trail. The newly- 
wed on one campaign who’s already 
cheating on an unsuspecting spouse. 
The marriedjourneyman campaign- 
er who feared his affair with a state 


party workerwould damage his career, 
not to mention his home life. Passion 
thrives, after all, in the campaign hot- 
house. Everyone on a campaign is in 
it together; and sometimes they wind 
up in bed together, too. 

So, has a marriage or two been 
destroyed by these things? “Many,” 
says Bohen. But, of course, mar- 
riages have also been created. 
Washington is filled with stories of 
election- cycle love. And, thus, with 
couples who are both in the business 
— a situation that brings its own 
drawbacks and advantages. 

“There is an understanding 
of the pressures and the difficul- 
ties and the long hours,” explains 
Howard Wolfson, communications 
director for Clinton. 

“But one of the disadvantages is 
the long hours on both ends,” adds 
his wife, Terri McCullough, chief 
of staff for Nancy Pelosi. The pair 
have a 2 -year- old daughter, so, “in 
terms of our family life, we always 
have to be very careful of compar- 
ing our calendars.” 

Consuming — that’s the word 
most campaigners use to describe 
their work. Consuming, all-encom- 
passing, exhausting. But there’s 
one crucial word that makes it 
(mostly) tolerable. It’s temporary.

Techies, Out to Launch 


Start-up weekend 
gives strangers a 
byte of how Web 
companies begin 

Here’s a recipe for some creative 
disorder: Combine a room full of 
Washington techies with laptops 
and Internet access. Add a handful 
of start-up ideas. Mix in a dash of 
stress, plus some competing egos. 
Let it simmer for a weekend. 

The result? An Internet com- 
pany launched in just 54 hours — 
the product of an event known as 
Startup Weekend DC. 

About 70 Web developers, 


designers, marketers and entrepre- 
neurs gathered in Falls Church on a 
recent Friday night with the goal of 
establishing an Internet company 
by midnight Sunday. They didn’t 
know who they would be working 
with or how many people would 
show up. They didn’t even know 
what kind of business they would 
be building. 

Despite the chaos that ensued, 
this group of random strangers cre- 
ated HolaNeighbor.com, a social 
networking Web site for neigh- 
borhoods, from condominiums to 
subdivisions or any other type of 
community. 

Granted, the final Web site was a 
very preliminary form of the grand 


vision. And it’s premature to pre- 
dict whether HolaNeighbor will 
be profitable, let alone make any- 
one rich. 

But the weekend was more 
about community-building than 
moneymaking. Within the past 
year, Washington’s Web commu- 
nity has been steadily growing 
and collaborating through orga- 
nizations such as the new-media 
professional group Refresh DC 
and technology forum BarCamp 
DC. Participants said they hoped 
the weekend would be the launch- 
ing pad for further strengthening 
the local technology scene. 

“There’s a growing sense in the 
D.C. tech community that our time is 


coming,” said weekend organizer Will 
Kem, whose dayjob is senior product 
manager at AOL. “We need to put in 
our stake and put our name on the 
map. This proves that we can.” 

Part- social experiment, part- 
internet venture, Startup Weekend 
DC is the eighth event of its kind 
to be hosted across the country, 
as well as in parts of Europe. 
Web consultant Andrew Hyde 
of Boulder, Colo., dreamed up 
the idea in July when he decid- 
ed to bring his friends together 
for a spontaneous project. Word 
spread through blogs, bringing in 
dozens of participants beyond his 
circle of friends. 

Since then, techies around the 


world have asked Hyde to stage the 
weekend event in their cities. 

“It’s a crazy idea, but people 
want to try to do the impossible,” 
Hyde said. 

Startup Weekend brought 
Hyde to Houston, New York and 
Hamburg. He’s helped launch a 
group voting site that polls via text 
message and e-mail (Vosnap.com), 
and a chat room that match- 
es people with similar interests 
(Scrolltalk.com).

Chapel Hill, N.C., Atlanta and 
London are next in the weekend 
lineup. Hyde said he’s trying to 
get national sponsors, but until 
then, he’ll continue to pay for his 
own excursions. 

A $20 registration fee buys par- 
ticipants a stake in the venture and 
a T-shirt, as well as food and drinks 
for the marathon. Participants are 
named founders, an entity that con- 
trols 50 percent of the future com- 
pany’s stock, should it ever attract 
investors. Hyde’s umbrella company 
will own 5 percent. The rest is saved 
for future investors. 

Weekend warriors from seven of 
the eight ventures continue work- 
ing on their fledgling companies. 
However, the odds are stacked 
against them. 

“A very small percentage suc- 
ceed,” said Lloyd Shefsky, clini- 
cal professor of entrepreneur- 
ship at Northwestern University’s 
Kellogg School of Management. 
“People start up Web site busi- 
nesses in the thousands daily.” 

So, what happens when a bunch 
of strangers rally to form a start- 
up? 

At 6 p.m. on Friday, people 
began arriving at Web consulting 
firm Viget Labs, the weekend’s Falls 
Church headquarters. 

Several wasted no time blog- 
ging about their ideas. Ground 
rule: There will be no use of the 
word “awesome” — ever. 

Soon the office devolved into 
pandemonium as the participants

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Start Me Up 
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brainstormed ideas and put them 
to a vote. Competing factions held 
secret meetings to strategize how 
to generate the most votes and voice 
their opinions. 

At 8:51 p.m., the winning idea 
of a neighborhood social network 
narrowly beat out a restaurant- 
matching system and a job board. 

Supporters imagined a site where 
neighbors could post updates and 
meet one another. A condo manager 
might use such a system to send out 
a notice that the hot water is being 
shut off, or a resident could finally 
learn his neighbor’s name. 

One blog entry recounts the 
response: “Andrew just posed the 
question ‘How many people are still 
jazzed about the idea?’ About 26 
people raised their hands.” 

Clarifying the concept created 
more debates, so some participants 
hung around until Viget Labs kicked 
them out. Others decided to follow 
rule No. 11 of the weekend: Leave 
at any time. 

“We understand people have 
families, they have lives,” Kern Chris Selmer of Takoma Park, Md., top, and Matthew Vanden Boogart of Fairfax, 
said. “Hey, you gotta live.” Va., of the programming team worktogether upioading a photo to the Web site. 
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Plus, there was a launch party 
under way for the Leopard oper- 
ating system at the Tysons Corner 
Apple store. 

By Saturday morning, the event 
had lost a few participants. Still, at 
9 a.m., people were knocking on the 
door, ready to work. 

Team leaders and the name 
HolaNeighbor.com emerged in the 
afternoon (after an initial choice 
turned out to already be reserved). 

Game 3 of the World Series and 
malfunctioning wireless Internet 
access caused some disruption. Yet, 
at 9 p.m. they had a prototype. 

Sunday afternoon, Viget Labs 
smelled like a fast-food joint. Open 
bags of chips were scattered around 
the room, and beer bottles sat in a 
bucket of melted ice. The excitement 
was still high, and people were still 
tossing around new ideas.

Developers writing code sat fixed 
in the glow of their laptops.

Participants 
popped open champagne as Hyde 
logged in as the first user. 

Error message. A collective 
groan went around the room. But 
they laughed it off and toasted the 
alpha version of the site anyway. 

On Monday, some skipped 
out on work to take midday naps. 
Others avoided their computers. 
Williams cleaned guacamole off 
his office walls. 

“I think this is more of a 
start-up kind of town than peo- 
ple give it credit for,” he said.

Rejuvenating Loudoun 


Virginia county 
looks for novel 
ways to attract 
younger workers 

Loudoun County seems to have 
everything going for it. It is one 
of the fastest-growing counties in 
the United States, it has posted a 
dramatic increase in jobs, and it 
enjoys the nation’s second-highest 
median household income, right 
behind Fairfax. But to young- adult 
residents, the county may have at 
least one glaring flaw: It looks 
slightly middle-aged. 

About 69 percent of households 
in Loudoun County are families, 
according to 2006 Census data, 
and 41 percent of its households 
have children under 18. Loudoun 
ties with Fairfax as the second- 
largest family population in 
Northern Virginia, after Prince 
William County. 


Worried that the county could 
appear less than charming to 
a vital part of the work force, 
Loudoun’s Department of Economic 
Development has flagged the attrac- 
tion of 20 -somethings as an issue. 

The hope is that future mixed- 
use and town center projects will 
attract young people with their 
downtown-like atmospheres. 
Loudoun doesn’t want to be known 
as a family suburb forever. 

Bill Dean, chief executive of 
M.C. Dean, a Dulles engineering 
firm, said the company’s suburban 
location has hurt its job pitch. Job- 
hunting college students just aren’t 
interested in living in this family- 
oriented environment. 

“Most of our young people do the 
reverse commute,” said Dean, who 
noticed that many of the company’s 
young employees choose to live in 
Reston Town Center, Arlington and 
the District. 

The statistics would argue there 
is little cause for concern. Looking 


a little more deeply into Loudoun 
demographics shows that adults in 
their 20s make up about 13 percent 
of the population. That’s up from 
11 percent in the 2000 census. 

Perhaps it’s a problem of percep- 
tion. Loudoun just appears old. 

At Old Dominion Brewing Co. 
in Ashburn, three men are drink- 
ing beers at a table during happy 
hour. 

So, what do young professionals 
do for fun in Loudoun? 

“How old do we look?” said 
Jason Richards of Leesburg. “We 
have kids.” 

Better go to Clyde’s. That’s 
where the young people hang out, 
they said. 

At Clyde’s Willow Creek Farm in 
Broadlands, the youngest-looking 
guy at the bar is 26 years old — and 
has three kids. He moved to the area 
to build a house for his family. 

“I just work and play with my 
kids,” Paul Sacher said. “That’s 
about it.” 


Finally, at Shisha Lounge in 
Sterling there is a small group of 
college -age adults smoking hoo- 
kah. Two are foreigners, au pairs 
for Loudoun families. And three 
live with parents and attend com- 
munity college.

ise that the young people really show 
up on the weekend. 

Still, the county has trouble 
shaking the image of being a 
Metro -less suburb full of families 
and strip malls. 

Erin Martinez, 23, grew up in 


Loudoun and works for the coun- 
ty. For nightlife, she’ll drive to 
Alexandria. Loudoun lacks per- 
sonality, she said. “Everything is 
so cookie cutter,” she said. 

Raj Lai, 22, said as soon as he 
and his friends turned 18, they start- 
ed to frequent the District’s clubs 
and hookah bars. Today, he said, he 
treks downtown at least twice per 
week, even though his two jobs are 
in Ashburn and Sterling. 

Though Arlington and 
Montgomery counties have 
become known for their trendy 
eateries and pockets of urbanism, 
their numbers of young adults have 
decreased, while they are growing 
in outer Northern Virginia and the 
District. In Arlington, the number 
of people in their 20s has dropped 
from 22 percent of the population 
in the 2000 census to about 14 per- 
cent today. 

Young people are being priced 
out of the inner suburbs and are 
trickling farther out into Northern 
Virginia, said Robert Lang, direc- 
tor of Virginia Tech’s Metropolitan 
Institute. 

But that doesn’t mean Loudoun 
is inexpensive. The median house 
price is about $500,000. Businesses 
in the area have found that the lack 
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of affordable housing is one of the 
biggest impediments to recruiting 
hires, particularly young ones. 

Even so, there are young peo- 
ple settling down. Janine Hussey, 
founder of Image Matters, a soft- 
ware technology company in 
Leesburg, said her young employees 
are starting families in Loudoun. 
And jobs are keeping those who 
have ties to the community. M.C. 
Dean has hired six members from 
one Loudoun family. 

“Hey, man, you gotta do what 
you gotta do,” Dean said. “When 
you’re stuck in Loudoun County, 
you got to hire everybody.” 

Loudoun natives never have 
to leave if they don’t want to, said 
Stephen Fuller, director of the 
Center of Regional Analysis at 
George Mason University. 

“The traditional pattern of sub- 


urbanization is that people leave to 
find high-paying jobs,” Fuller said. 
“Good jobs were in urban centers. 
That has moved out and spilled out 
to Loudoun because of the highway 
system and airport.” 

Mixed-use and town center 
developments could propel growth 
and encourage younger workers to 
stay after they leave the office. 

Developers have offered pedes- 
trian-friendly streets, upscale shop- 
ping and a variety of restaurants 
and entertainment near condomini- 
ums and townhouses in hopes that 
this city-like atmosphere will attract 
more young professionals to live, 
work and play in the suburbs. 

“If you build it, young peo- 
ple will come,” Lang said. “The 
region and regional economy 
attracts people from college grads 
through age 40.”

Lang said he expects east- 
ern Loudoun to become denser, 
much like Reston. Urbanization 
will accelerate when the Metro 
extends to Dulles International 
Airport, he said. 

Projects like One Loudoun and 
Moorefield Station, which promise 
to bring vibrant destinations into 
the community, could also increase 
the county’s cool factor, Morin said. 
“For the young, single, we’re not hip,” 
Morin said. “But that’s changing 
with these urban centers.” 

Brambleton, a development near 
the airport, is starting to work on 
condos to bring young people into 
the development’s commercial hub. 
“Single families aren’t what we 
want next to it,” said Kim Adams, 
Brambleton’s director of market- 
ing. “We want that mass feel.”
